"I'ro- 
poi^ed that tho Ullllnrd Koom be 
moved to the basement, whore 
the new clubroom now stands, 
and that the present Billiard 
Room be made into n suitable 
inreting room. 
"ItRASO.NS: 

Ah Htaiids, the Billiard Uoom Is 
the largest and best ventilated 
room aside from the ballrooin and 
the reading room. It Is approx- 
imately 'JG X 37 ft. as compared 
with the 2; X 20 ft. of tlie club- 
room, on the second floor. 

"Tli.ls room is oipen from 10 
am to C pm and Is used by male 
students only. It has, at pressent, 
four pool tables and two tables 



for card playing. Assuming that 
there arc four people playing 
pool at each table and a game of 
bridge going on at each of the 
card tables vvltli about 40 people 
ulunding around watching the 
games and waiting for a table, 
the room houses a maximum of 
64 persons, 

"In the evening the room is 
closed save for tho occasional 
iliui- when it is used as a cloak 
room for the dances. 

"Pressing need for mure room 
In tho Union, caused tlvo Now 
Clubroom to be built and the 
Worksliop lo ho enlarged to a 
fair sized room. Yet the faclllllos 
for such functions as meetings 
and rehearsals are kUII Inade- 
filiate. The only room in which 
a speaker can suitably address an 
organisation Is the Clubroom. The 
Union on the third floor is n cool 
and smaller room adjoining ihc 
ballroom and usually used In, con- 
junction with it; It Is generally 
not a good room for a speaker. 
The Itnlli-ooni, on the otlwr hand, 
is too big. The Keadiiig Itooiii 
is noisy, and 'lacks the necessary 



privacy, llio \Vurkhliu|i is gene- 
rally used by a larger organiza- 
tion such as Combined Charities 
01' Open - House. 

Tliu .Ve\v Cliibioom lias proven 
to be a stuffy, badly ventilated, 
and noisy locality. 

When necQsslty demanded, bo^li 
the Grill room and tho Cafeteria 
have been used, but this is usual- 
ly undesirable. There Is a great 
need for a room, larger tiwin the 
club room, well-venillatod and 
i'pproprlato for the showing of 
films, smallor theatrical produc- 
tions, re)icr.rsing space, debates, 
larger club meetings, fur speak- 
ers addrussir,;,' a largo audience, 
and ineiliiiiii-slzed purlics. 
. The Illlllard Uoom converted 
into a Club Room would fill this 
need. It would bo available to nil 
titudeuts at all. times. In thu near 
future a plastic double, curtain 
could be spanned across thé mid- 
diiî of tlie room ilivldliig it Into 
two sections, and Increasing the 
variety of uses the room could be 
put to. 

The billiard tables rould be 
moved Into the new Clubroom.

- McGill has welcomed the National Fe- 
deration of Canadian Students to its 
campus; 

We Jiave welcomed an organizatfon of 
that purports to be the representative 
body of a 'Canadian Student Community', 
iibfty speeches and cntliusinstic idealism 
have been the order of the day at its first 
plenary session. Words and assumptions 
have been bandied about with an abandon 
that is in direct contradiction to any trad- 
ition of restraint and careful usage of 
words that is common to the heintagc of 
parliamentary procedure. 
- It is important that we look more 
closely into the words that will be used 
at the conference time and again. 
^- The most abused word will be that 
linguistic artificially pronounced as Nif- 
cus. It stands for the initials of NFCUS, 
' Jvhich in turn stand for the pompous title 
of National Federation of Canadian Uni- 
versity Students. The word N if eus is used 
so much that there is a tendency to for> 
get what it stands for and the iniplica- 
trons the name itself carries with it. è 

- The main point to be remembered is 
that NFCUS is a federation, not a union 
of students. A Federation is a policy in 
which several states form a unity, but 
remain independent in internal affairs. 

. , In NFCUS there is very little sense 
of unity, as dcnnonstrated by the ease by 
which a member University could secede 
or in the extent of participation and sup- 
port of any of its members. Furtherniorc 

" iWs. supposed to be a federation of re- 
prés'éhTàtives of students in universities 
across Canada. This representation, if we 
are to be in tlie slightest degree realistic, 

^ is imaginary. Most students hardly know 
what NFCUS is, and more important do 



not feel represented in more than a nom- 
inal manner. And in seventeen years of 
its existence it has not done anything to 
make any studcnt.feel tliat lie is a mem- 
ber of a representative federation. 

Another abused term is that of 'Stu- 
dent Cr^nimiinity'. NFCUS is suppcscd to 
be the organized expression of the 'Cana- 
dian Student Community*. - Nifcus fans 
presuppose the existence of such a tiling 
simply because it exists in other coun- 
tries — principally European countries- 
From this assumption they spring into 
heated discussion as to what they will do 
for this 'Student Community' and what 
the stand of this body is on various in- 
ternational affairs. 

Canada, by its very geographical fra- 
mework is still striving to overcome the 
barriers of regionalism and become a na- 
tion. The stalwinrts of this striving are 
the Universities. A great deal of basic 
work has to be done before we can assume 
the existence of a 'Canadian Student Com- 
munity.' The foundation must be solid 
and real before we can start building the 
structure. 

There are many other assumptions 
that form the structure of NFCUS —.any 
student interested in hearing them has 
only to attend a plenary session in the 
Union Ballroom. 

It might seem from the above that we 
feel that the conference is a convention 
of amateur demagogues. This is not so. 
V/e feel that the conference in itself is 
a very worthy project, and that under any 
circumstances it should be continued. 

But we would like to see a little less 
' of the presumptiousncss of an organiza- 
tion that still has to prove its worth.

The Spanish Question - Ago and Again 



A wave of popular protest has been 
rising to the crest both in the United 
States and abroad against recent Amer- 
ican moves for a military-economic allian- 
ce with Franco. The arguments against 
the State Department's action seem to 
be centred against the fascism of the 
current regime in Spain. The question, 
according to this group of critics, is 
whether we would have formed similar 
alliances with Hitler or Mussolini for the 
same reasons, or would such an alliance 
be against the principles of our self-pro- 
claimed uprightousness? Others, more 
materially minded, point out the disad- 
vantages of equipping and training the 




inefficient Spanish army and the econom- 
ic problem of stabilizing an impoverished 
and not undivided nation. 

Franco came to power by overthrow- 
ing the weak but democratically elected 
government of 1935 shortly, after the 
elections and has maintained his dictator- 
ship by control of the large army with 
its military caste. For his putsch he re- 
ceived open aid, both arms and men, from 
the Italian government under Mussolini. 
The Italians violated the Non-interven- 
tion Pact organized by Britain by send- 
ing eighty-thousand troops plus military 
equipment. The German contribution was

Strategic ally, the Balearic Isliinds and 
Spanish Morocco are as invaluable as Gi- 
braltar in tlie control of the Western 
Mediterranean and air bases in .Spain 
would serve in the event of a Uii.ssiaii 
plunge into Western Europe; but by 
.streiigliieniiip Franco wo are removing 
from tlie Spiini.sii jicyple any chance for. 
return lo a domocrac.v. Our aid, if at all, 
should bo dii'cctcd to them whom wc once 
iicgiocted. 

Finally, is the current Spanish govern- 
ment to be excused from its past on the 
gi'ound that it took little active pai-t on 
the enemy side in the last war or that it 
ignored Allied Fleet movements in the 
invasion of North Africa? Each excuse 
is ridiculous. 

Clearly, there should be no suggestion 
of the deinocratic countries extending 
their hands in friendship to Franco — 
and to the ghosts of Hitler and IMussolini 
— as allies.
